

Human head 
found in skip

A MAJOR investigation has been 
launched after a severed head 
was found in a skip at a quarry 
near Ely. 

A shocked worker at the Mepal 
quarry in Block Fen Drove found 
the head on Monday afternoon. 

Detectives, who have not ruled 
out murder, are treating the 
death as suspicious after a team 
from the major crime unit was 
sent to the site to establish it was 
a human head. 

The Ely News has learned the 
head may be so damaged it will 
take some time to identify. A post 
mortem examination was due to 
be carried out yesterday. 

The search for the rest of 
the body has centred on a site 
in Sharnbrook, Bedfordshire, 
owned by Network Rail, where 
rubble was picked up and trans¬ 


ported via skips 40 miles to the 
quarry. 

A quarry worker, who asked not 
to be named, said his colleague 
spotted the head lying in a skip 
and believed it to be a woman 


in her 30s or 40s, although when 
the Ely News went to print, police 
were yet to confirm whether the 
head was that of a man or wom¬ 
an. 

He said: “My colleague collect¬ 


ed the skip, where he saw nothing 
out of the ordinary, and put a cov¬ 
er over the top to stop anything 
falling out during transit. 

“When he got back to our site, 
he took the cover off and spotted 
something straight away. 

“He said ‘What on earth is 
that?’ and his first thought was 
that it was a mannequin’s head. 

“But then he realised it had 
eyebrows and hair, and sud¬ 
denly clicked that it was actually 
a woman’s head. He described 
the features of the head and said 
she looked in her 30s or 40s, but 
he couldn’t be 100 per cent. He 
called the managers and it was 
all passed over to the powers that 
be.” 

Forensic teams have been 
searching both sites since the 
grisly discovery was made.

Masterplan 
for cathedral

MAJOR plans for the potential 
development of Ely Cathedral and 
its precinct are to be revealed to 
the public next month. 

The cathedral chapter says its 
new masterplan focuses on the 
"long term plans for the cathedral 
and the landscape which surrounds 
it". 

Dean of Ely, the Very Reverend 
Mark Bonney, and his chapter 
colleagues say they feel they have 
reached a stage where they would 
like to share their thinking and 
present a range of possible options 
to the wider community. 

He said: "We are very conscious 
that the cathedral is a resource 
for, and has an impact on, the 
whole community in and around 
Ely, so that any plans chapter has 
for developing and improving the 
cathedral and the precinct are 
something we want as many people 
as possible to be consulted about. 

"Our thinking of the past six 
months is presenting us with a 
number of options for the future 
and at a relatively early stage we 
wish to gain feedback on these. 

"This is an exciting time as we 
plan for the future, and chapter 
hopes it can be a vision for the 
future that is widely supported and 
shared." 

The plans will be on display 
in the cathedral's South West 
Transept on Tuesday, June 7. 

Everyone is invited to attend and 
view the options. The cathedral 
says it will welcome any comments 
and that feedback forms will be 
provided.

Tricycle and 
BBQ found 
in 24 hours 


A TRICYCLE and barbecue were 
reunited with their rightful 
owners less than 24 hours after 
they were stolen in Ely. 

A turquoise tricycle was stolen 
from a rear garden in Cambridge 
Road and a gas barbecue 
was stolen from a property in 
Kingsley Walk. 

The thefts both happened 
overnight on Sunday, but by 
Monday afternoon, police had 
located both items at an address 
in Windmill Close. 

A police spokesman said: "A 
helpful member of the public 
provided a relevant sighting and 
described a potential suspect. 

"Local knowledge led Pcs Andy 
Free, Chris Dykstra and Den 
Williams to visit an address in 
Windwill Close, where a male 
aged 40 was detained. The 
suspect has been interviewed 
and reported for summons for 
theft of a pedal cycle and a 
barbecue. He will appear before 
magistrates at a later date." 

Pc Williams said: "This kind 
of work is entirely dependent on 
the contribution of the person 
who called us to tell us about 
what they saw in the early hours. 
This kind of social conscience 
supports our actions in 
protecting people's property and 
bringing offenders to justice."

THOUSANDS of people had 
fun in the sun during Stretham's 
annual Feast celebrations. 

The theme was the Queen's

kicked off on Friday evening with 
an open mic family picnic and 
barbecue on the village recreation 
ground.

TRANSPORT 

Study to look at 
improving A10 


COUNCIL chiefs are to in¬ 
vestigate carrying out major 
improvements to the A10 
north of Cambridge. 

The economic and route 
options study will be under¬ 
taken by Cambridgeshire 
County Council and comes 
after county councillor for 
Ely Anna Bailey raised a 
motion calling for significant 
ugrades to the busy route. 

The motion was seconded 
by fellow Ely councillor Mike 
Rouse and was passed by 57 
votes for, with four absten¬ 
tions. 

Cllr Bailey said: “The A10 
has only received very mi¬ 
nor, piecemeal changes over 
the last 40-odd years. 

“This situation cannot 
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continue - major upgrad¬ 
ing of this road is vital to the 
economic prosperity of the 
area and the sanity of my 
residents. The success of this 
motion sees the A10 moving 
up the priority list.” 

South East Cambs MP 
Lucy Frazer has been lob¬ 
bying the Government for 
improvements and recently 
received confirmation from 
George Osborne that he 
would “look closely” at a bid 
for upgrading the route. 

Cllr Bailey’s motion called 
for the county council’s chief 
executive to commission a 
further high level economic 


and route options study for 
the A10 north of Cambridge 
for use in future bidding ex¬ 
ercises. 

It also called for officers to 
work with Norfolk County 
Council and the two Local 
Enterprise Partnerships to 
develop a case for improve¬ 
ments from Cambridge to 
King’s Lynn. 

Cllr Bailey said: “The A10 
north of Cambridge suffers 
from high levels of conges¬ 
tion which is set to worsen 
with the planned devel¬ 
opments of North Ely and 
Waterbeach Barracks. 

“Work will now get under 
way to develop the business 
case to enable funding bids 
to be made.”

CRIME 

Appeal after thieves 
steal wedding items 


A BRIDE-TO-BE is devastated after 
thieves broke into her parents’ home 
and stole a haul of sentimental items 
- including her wedding accessories. 

Burglars smashed their way into 
the property in West End, Wilburton, 
through a conservatory door some 
time between 3pm and 4pm last 
Thursday. 

The property’s owners returned 
home to find the whole of their 
house, including the loft area, had 
been ransacked - and thousands of 
pounds worth of items stolen. 

Items taken included keys to a Sko¬ 
da, men’s watches, women’s watches, 
a large amount of women’s jewellery, 
200 cigarettes and 10 pouches of to¬ 
bacco bought from Spain, two pairs 
of men’s spectacles, bottles of alco¬ 
hol and sets of luggage tags. 

The offenders also made off with a 
pair of white satin wedding pumps, 
a pair of diamante wedding pumps 
and a sterling silver ‘Tiffany’ chain 
bracelet with a ‘Return to Tiffany’s’ 
heart on it - all of which belonged 
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to the victims’ 29-year-old daughter 
who is getting married next month. 

Police believe the burglary is 
linked with a break-in which hap¬ 
pened at Hill Row Day Nursery in 
Haddenham on Friday, May 6 when 
offenders caused damage to gain en¬ 
try to the nursery before carrying out 
an “untidy search” of the premises. 

Speaking to the Ely News, the 
bride-to-be, who lives in Sutton, 
said: “We feel devastated, exhausted 
and violated. 

“My parents’ home was complete¬ 
ly ransacked - it’s a horrible feeling 
knowing that someone has had their 
hands all over your possessions - 
things you have worked hard for, yet 
they think they can just take. 

“We’re trying not to let it spoil our 
wedding day next month but it’s 
proving difficult. You never think this 
sort of thing will happen to you, it’s 
awful.” 


Police have described the two 
break-ins as “strikingly similar in na¬ 
ture”. 

Detective Constable Mark Bea- 
ven said: “We are very keen to ap¬ 
peal to witnesses to come forward 
to support our investigation of these 
crimes.lt is important that we bring 
the offenders to justice, and where 
possible, return property to the 
rightful owners.” 

He added: “We are keen to reas¬ 
sure residents of East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire that burglary has fallen month on 
month for the last year in our district. 

“Burglary remains of the highest 
priority and we are determined to 
maintain our performance in this 
area of policing.”

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THE new Mayor of Ely is 
retired RAF physician and 
community-spirited grand¬ 
father Ian Lindsay. 

Cllr Lindsay, who has been 
on the City of Ely Council 
since May 2014, officially 
took over as mayor from Lis 
Every on Monday night. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs is Cllr 
Lindsay’s deputy. 

Cllr Every has been may¬ 
or for two years and Cllr 
Lindsay admits he has big 
boots to fill over the next 12 
months. 

He said: “Lis has done a 
fantastic job as mayor over 
the last two years. She’s 
worked so hard for the city 
and has achieved so much, 
which certainly fills me with 
a bit of trepidation, I must 
admit. It’s a lot to take on but 
I’m looking forward to the 
challenge and will certainly 
be giving it my all.” 

Cllr Lindsay was born in 
Cambridge and has lived in 
Ely with his wife, Suzanne, 
for around 16 years.

Cllr Lindsay sits on all 
of the council’s commit¬ 
tees and also represents the 


council on the board of trus¬ 
tees of Ely Museum, the Par¬ 
adise Centre, the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Access Group 
and the Ely Ribe Twinning 
Association. 

He is secretary of Ely Ten¬ 
nis Club, director and secre¬ 
tary of Ely Outdoors Sports 
Association and a director 
of Newmarket Real Tennis 
Club. He is also a trustee of 
St Peter’s Church Ely and 
vice president of the Ely 
branch of the RAF Associa¬ 
tion. 

Cllr Lindsay has chosen to 
support two charities during 
his mayoral year - the British 
Red Cross and Pos+Ability, a 
local charity which supports 
people who have survived 
a stroke, or who are living 
with long term neurological 
illnesses. 


During her time as mayor, 
Cllr Every has raised more 
than £12,000 for East An¬ 
glia’s Children’s Hospices 
and £8,000 for Voluntary 
Community Action East 
Cambridgeshire (VCAEC). 

She said: “It has been a 
real privilege and joy to 
serve the residents of Ely as 
mayor. 

“My aim had always been 
based on the pride we have 
in promoting our city, pre¬ 
serving our incredible herit¬ 
age, encouraging economic 
sustainability, growth, and 
making Ely a desirable com¬ 
munity in which to live, be 
educated, work, shop and 
enjoy leisure facilities. 

“I will continue to work 
as hard to support our new 
mayor and wish him well for 
his year ahead.”

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Hoop, hoop, hooray! Keeping Ely tradition alive 


ONE of King's Ely's most 
fiercely-contested events 
was held on Friday - the 
annual hoop trundle. 

The King's and Queen's 
Scholars, dressed in their 
scarlet gowns, ran races 
while bowling traditional 
wooden hoops. 

Crowds of supportive 
students, staff, parents and 
members of the public 
watched the event in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral. 

The winners this year 
were India Baynes and 
Oliver Wilkinson. 

The trundle 
commemorates the re¬ 
founding of the school by 
Henry VIII in 1 541. 

He gave the school its first 
royal charter and established 
the 12 King's Scholars - all 
boys. 

One of the privileges 
he allowed them was to 
play games - including the 
bowling of hoops - in the 
cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school 
admitted girls for the first 
time in its 1,000-year 
history, and three years 
later the King's Scholars 
were joined by the female 
Queen's Scholars at the 
request of Queen Elizabeth 
during her visit to the 
school. 

The winners will hold 
commemorative wooden 
tankards for a year.

Those involved in the scheme 
now have the tools to make 
confidential referrals of vulnerable 
residents to the ECCSP, which will 
be followed up by the partnership.

Rowing club’s 
£10k mission 


ISLE of Ely Rowing Club has 
launched a major fundrais¬ 
ing campaign to help it pro¬ 
vide much-needed facilities 
for its members. 

The popular amateur club, 
based in Kiln Lane, has been 
using three portable build¬ 
ings for the past 12 years, all 
of which are now in a state of 
disrepair. 

Community -spirited 
members have managed 
to raise enough money to 
purchase a second-hand 
60ft portable building - and 
now their mission is to raise 
£10,000 to help fit it out 
with toilets, changing areas, 
showers, a kitchen and stor¬ 
age facilities. 

Teresa Aslett, chairman of 
the club, which was founded 
in 2004 and born out of the 
Diamond44 celebrations 
held to mark the 60th an¬ 
niversary of the 1944 Cam¬ 
bridge v Oxford University 
Boat Race, said: “We desper¬ 
ately need to provide im¬ 
proved basic facilities for our 
members. 

“Our three portable build¬ 
ings are now falling apart. 
They are leaking and are well 
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beyond repair. 

“We have managed to 
raise just enough funds over 
the years to secure the pur¬ 
chase of a clubhouse, but it’s 
an empty shell and it’s now 
up to our members to raise 
a further £10,000 to fit it out. 

“We’re all so excited at fi¬ 
nally having indoor loos, a 
working kitchen and chang¬ 
ing rooms for our members. 
Another important feature 
of the new clubhouse will 
be provision of a shower - 
which, if you capsize in the 
river on a freezing winter’s 
day is a vital facility. 

“Hypothermia is a serious 
hazard and being able to get 
straight into a warm shower 
is a basic necessity to be able 
to offer our members. We 
will also be able to efficiently 
cater for visitors at our club 
events, which are our main 
source of income.” 

Members - who range in 
age from 12 to rowers in their 
70s - are planning a whole 
host of fundraising activities, 


but the club is appealing for 
donations and support from 
any residents, businesses or 
organisations who can. 

Teresa said: “Our club ca¬ 
ters for everyone - subscrip¬ 
tions are kept low to encour¬ 
age membership across all 
sectors of the local commu¬ 
nity from a wide area around 
Ely. 

“We work hard to ensure 
that we open up opportuni¬ 
ties for our members what¬ 
ever they want to get out of 
their rowing - be that a gentle 
paddle once or twice a week 
for fitness, those who enjoy 
taking part in local competi¬ 
tions right through to our GB 
Rowing’s Start group who are 
part of GB Rowing’s scheme 
to train potential Olympi¬ 
ans.” 

To get involved with the 
fundraising or to make a do¬ 
nation, visit campaign.just- 
giving.com/charity/ioe-rc/ 
clubhouse or email lynda- 
haynes0402@hotmail.co.uk.

Dangers of GM 
crops and food 

GENETIC engineering is not an 
extension of natural breeding. It is 
radically different and poses special 
risks. 

Regulatory processes are weak. 

Few long term studies have been 
carried out, but some show toxic 
effects from GM food. 

Many studies have found problems. 
GM crops and foods have been 
consistently promoted as a way to 
produce higher yields with fewer 
inputs, reduce pesticide use, make 
farming easier and more profitable, 
produce more nutritious foods 
and meet the challenges of climate 
change. 

The evidence suggests otherwise. 
They have not increased yields or 
sustainably reduced toxic chemical 
inputs. In reality they have presented 
farmers with the new challenges of 
controlling herbicide-resistant super¬ 
weeds and Bt toxin-resistant super¬ 
pests. 

GM crops are no less dependent 
on artificial fertilisers than any other 
chemically grown crop. They are not 
as safe to eat as conventionally bred 
crops. 

They provide no solution to 
the major challenges of our time: 
climate change, the energy crisis, soil 
depletion/world hunger. Some of 
our agricultural research institutions 
and universities accept GMO industry 
funding and obligingly pursue a 
narrow GM focused agenda at 
the expense of proven effective 
agroecological solutions that focus 
on improving soil quality and 
maintaining crop diversity and health. 

It is time to face up to what 
evidence tells us about GMOs and 


stop pretending that GMOs can do 
anything that non-GM agriculture and 
good farming - the emphasis being 
on good farming - can't do better at 
a fraction of the cost, and without 
the restrictions attached to patent 
ownership. 

We need our policy makers to 
throw resources and funding behind 
the safe, sustainable, regenerative and 
equitable agriculture that the world 
needs.

Soldiers’ claim against 
MoD over malaria

ARMED forces personnel who are 
said to have suffered serious men¬ 
tal health side effects after taking 
the controversial anti-malaria drug 
Lariam - which was prescribed to 
British troops operating overseas - 
are taking legal action against the 
MoD. 

Military injury lawyers at Irwin 
Mitchell say they have received 
more than 30 enquiries from peo¬ 
ple - including a man from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - claiming to be affect¬ 
ed by issues related to Lariam, also 
referred to as Mefloquine, includ¬ 
ing hallucinations, severe depres¬ 
sion and anxiety. 

The group’s legal action comes 
after the MoD admitted that Lar¬ 
iam may have been used “outside 
of manufacturers’ guidelines” fol¬ 
lowing a Defence Select Committee 
inquiry last year. 

Despite concerns regarding men¬ 
tal health side effects being known 
and other anti-malaria drugs be¬ 
ing available, the medication con¬ 
tinued to be prescribed to British 
troops, according to the lawyers. 

Among those taking legal action 


is Drum Major Sergeant Daniel 
Swain, from Ely, who took Lariam 
in 2010 when stationed in Cyprus. 

Daniel was then deployed to 
Camp Bastion in Afghanistan 
where he ran a sustained fire range 
but suffered an incident where he 
felt that he was having an out of 
body experience while training 
troops. 

Daniel, 36, said: “I was taking Lar¬ 


iam consistently for a few months 
but the incident in Afghanistan re¬ 
ally shocked and scared me. 

“It was a really strange experi¬ 
ence and I basically lost three days 
of my life where it was like an out 
of body experience and everything 
I did was like watching myself in a 
dream. 

“I visited the doctor and saw psy¬ 
chiatrists but I didn’t feel like they 


drug 

were taking me seriously and just 
put everything down to PTSD.” 

Doctors and psychiatrists attrib¬ 
uted his mental health issues to 
stress in dealing with his father’s 
suicide, however Daniel was scep¬ 
tical of this diagnosis. 

After returning to Cyprus follow¬ 
ing the incident, Daniel stopped 
taking Lariam and has had no 
problems since. He took redundan¬ 
cy in 2013 from the Army as he was 
concerned about future chances of 
progression given the experience 
he had in 2010. Daniel has now 
retrained as an electrician but re¬ 
mains an Army Reservist. 

An MoD spokesman said: “No 
anti-malarial treatments are with¬ 
out associated side effects but it is 
crucial we protect our personnel 
from this potentially fatal disease 
upon deployment to affected areas. 

“We need to be able to use the 
most appropriate drug in order to 
ensure resistance and base our ad¬ 
vice on the current guidelines set 
out by Public Health England. 

“Mefloquine is used throughout 
the world but is not prescribed 
widely in the UK military, and only 
after an individual risk assess¬ 
ment.”

Reprieve for 
hospital clinics 


OUTPATIENT services at 
Ely’s Princess of Wales Hos¬ 
pital have secured a tempo¬ 
rary reprieve. 

The Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS 
Trust board has agreed to 
extend its notice period 
with Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) 
until March 31, 2017. 

As previously reported, 
the CCG has been trying to 
find alternative providers 
for the clinics at the com¬ 
munity hospitals in Ely, Wis¬ 
bech and Doddington - and 
dermatology clinics at City 
Care Centre in Peterbor¬ 
ough - since last year, but 
with no success. 

It was in May last year 
that the trust gave notice to 
the CCG that it considered 
other providers “could more 
appropriately” provide local 
out-patient services.

The CCG then revealed 
last week that alternative 
providers had not been 
found and that unless they 
were, the clinics would close 
- a move which would mean 
patients having to travel to 
Addenbrooke’s, Peterbor¬ 
ough or Hinchingbrooke 
hospitals instead. 

Matthew Winn, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the NHS trust, 
said: “We hope this deci¬ 
sion provides staff and lo¬ 
cal people with reassur¬ 
ance, whilst the CCG plans 
to commission sustainable 
local services and appoint 
an alternative provider for 
outpatient services on these 
community hospital sites.” 

Tracy Dowling, chief offic¬ 
er of the CCG, said: “I would 
like to reassure patients that 


these services are continu¬ 
ing and thank staff for their 
patience in recent weeks. 

“We know how valued 
these services are and we 
are working with local GPs 
to increase their use over the 
coming months. 

“We will be reviewing how 
to make best use of these 
important services in the 
community as part of the 
procurement.” 

MP Lucy Frazer said she 
was “delighted” with the 
news. 

She added: “It is vital our 
local community hospital 
continues to provide an out¬ 
patient service and I will be 
doing everything to ensure 
that this continues.”

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The epic Glasswells story (so far!) 



IT’S a special year for East Anglia’s 
biggest independent furniture 
store, Glasswells, who are this 
month celebrating their 70th year 
of trading with a flourish. What bet¬ 
ter time to look back at the decade 
where it all began for this well loved 
and respected family business? 

In the 1940s Jerry Glasswell, the 
grandfather of today’s managing di¬ 
rector Paul, had seen a glimpse of 
the potential market in the world of 
furniture through experience with 
furniture auctions. So, with £2,000 
left over from the sale of a property 
in London, alongside £300 his son 
Leslie had saved while serving in 
the RAF, father and son pooled their 
resources and established the first 
Glasswells shop at 35 Brentgovel 
Street in Bury St Edmunds, what 
would become their flagship store. 

The search for premises had not 
been easy, however, and it was only 
with the surety from local solicitor 
Tom Wilson that they agreed a rent 
with the owners, of £100 a year. 

Purveying the best second-hand 
furniture, glass and china, Glass¬ 
wells opened its doors in May 1946, 
with Jerry and son Leslie partners 
from the outset, later taking on 
Jerry’s brother Frank and brother- 
in-law Tom Buckle as their first 
employees. Things weren’t easy 
to begin with so Jerry’s wife Ethel 
helped run the shop while the men 
continued their work as freelance 
porters at local auctions. It was an 
ideal combination as the sales were 


also a means of acquiring stock for 
resale. 

Business was so brisk that they 
took over the lease of the prop¬ 
erty next door the following year, 
doubling both their selling space 
and their turnover, which doubled 
again a year later. A big business 
decision was also made that year 
- 1948 - to start selling only new 
furniture, as second-hand furniture 
was in great demand and becom¬ 
ing difficult to acquire. To complete 
the company’s family orientation 
Jerry’s daughter Peggy then joined 
the business, as cashier and wages 
clerk, but also helping to run their 


own hire purchase scheme. 

It was in March 1949 that Glass¬ 
wells took a gamble and pulled off a 
masterstroke, after Leslie persuaded 
his father Jerry to stage a furniture 
exhibition. Unable to book The Old 
Town Hall in Bury, they decided to 
hire Haverhill Town Hall. Despite 
the £100 hire cost (a huge sum back 
then) it was an opportunity to pro¬ 
mote the Glasswells name further 
afield in a town with no furniture 
store at the time, and taking it for 
a few days meant they could create 
attractive furnishing displays in au¬ 
thentic room settings. 

The show duly turned out to be a 


massive success, and with the Town 
Hall crammed with visitors, tak¬ 
ings soared to £3,600 in three and a 
half days. Compared to the average 
£500 weekly take at the Bury store 
this was a staggering amount, and 
they immediately began looking for 
permanent premises in Haverhill to 
cater for the demand. 

Next month we’ll be taking a look 
at how things progressed for Glass¬ 
wells in the 1950s, with the hit ex¬ 
hibitions moving around the region 
for several week stints to capitalise 
on their popularity. 

The story of a local institution 
continues.

Archaeologists 
at leisure site 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS were 
due to start excavating the 
site where it is hoped Ely’s 
new leisure centre will be 
built this week. 

The whole 2.8 hectare 
site in Downham Road, off 
the A10, will be excavated 

- at the request of the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
Historic Environment Team 

- because it is located in an 
area of high archaeological 
potential. 

The work, which is ex¬ 
pected to take 13 weeks, 
is being carried out by the 
Cambridge Archaeological 
Unit, which is part of the 
University of Cambridge. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the commercial 
services committee at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “Work has not 
yet commenced on building 
the new leisure centre as the 
proposal is yet to go before 
full council. 

“People may notice dig¬ 
gers on the site as the ar¬ 
chaeological dig is taking

place. 

“This is a first and neces¬ 
sary step for the site if the 
building of the new leisure 
centre is to go ahead. 

“It is, of course, very im¬ 
portant to preserve any ar¬ 
chaeological finds before 
any potential building work 
begins at the site.” 

The archaeological work 
taking place is a require¬ 
ment of the planning per¬ 
mission to ensure that ar¬ 
chaeological remains are 
suitably recorded before any 
development takes place. 

The leisure centre re¬ 
served matters application 
is due to be presented at the 
council’s planning commit¬ 
tee in fune. 

The tender processes to 
procure an operator to run 
the new centre - and a con¬ 
tractor to build it - are also 
underway. 

If approved, the multi¬ 


million pound scheme - 
which has been in the pipe¬ 
line for years - will boast an 
eight-lane, 25 metre swim¬ 
ming pool, two dance studi¬ 
os, a four-court sports hall, 
an all-weather pitch and a 
120 station cardio gym. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “I sin¬ 
cerely hope that the pro¬ 
posed leisure centre does go 
ahead as the whole commu¬ 
nity of East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire is a rapidly growing area 
and it would be a fantastic 
resource for the community. 

“We have a wonderful 
historic city and we love to 
welcome tourists into the 
area, but now I hope we will 
put something back into 
the community for our resi¬ 
dents to enjoy.”

A MUM has fulfilled her child¬ 
hood dream of leaping out of an 
aeroplane - and raised £600 for a 
local horse sanctuary.

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C AR insurance premiums 
rose by an average of 
12 per cent from Q1 
2015 to Q1 2016, new analysis 
reveals. 

MoneySuperMarket looked 
at year-on-year quarterly 
car insurance premiums to 
identify overall and regional 
price fluctuations. The average 
premium paid in Q1 2016 
was £478, up 12 per cent 
from £428 in Q1 201 5 - a 
stinging £50 hike. Drivers in 
Tonbridge (TN) saw premiums 
rise by almost a quarter (23 
per cent - or £75). Drivers in 
Dartford (DA), Worcester (WR) 
and Wolverhampton (WV) also 
experienced hefty year-on-year 
hikes, with prices ballooning by 
a fifth (21 per cent). 

Kevin Pratt, consumer affairs 
expert at MoneySuperMarket, 
said: "Until 2014, British 
motorists benefitted from a 
very competitive car insurance 
market, with prices broadly 
dropping year on year. 
However, since then it's been 
a bleaker picture, especially 
for drivers in towns such as 
Tonbridge and Dartford, who 
have seen premiums rise 
sharply. 

"Drivers will want to know 
two things - why are premiums 
going up, and what can I do 
to make sure I'm not paying 
more than I have to? One of 
the main reasons for overall 
price hikes is the increase in 
insurance premium tax (IPT) 



INSURANCE COSTS: Always a headache - and it's getting worse 


from 6 per cent to 9.5 per 
cent in November 2015 (it will 
rise again to 10 per cent of 
premiums in October 2016). 
insurers are also charging more 
because of high levels of pay¬ 
outs for whiplash claims, many 
of which are thought to be 
fraudulent. 

"Local price increases could 
be the result of a surge in 
accidents or car crime - each 
area will have its own story. But 
whatever the reason, higher 
quotes for renewal premiums 
should stimulate drivers to start 
hunting for cheaper prices. 
They should certainly not 
stump up what their existing 
insurer is asking for without 
checking if there's a cheaper 
alternative." 

Overall, the analysis painted 
a better picture for younger 
drivers. Although premiums 
remain high for 17-19 year 


olds, the average policy fell 
by two per cent year-on-year 
in Q1 2016, from £1,070 to 
£1,052. 

Drivers in Inverness also 
benefitted from the lowest 
overall premiums at £276, 
while drivers in East London 
paid the most - £922. 
However, East London is also 
in the top five postcodes with 
the lowest year-on-year hikes 
in Q1, with premiums rising 
just 11 per cent. 

Kevin Pratt continues: "Car 
insurers are continuing to 
hike premium costs, so it's 
more important than ever 
that motorists shop around 
for cover, to make sure 
they're getting the most for 
their money. Insurers like to 
save their best deals for new 
customers, so there's almost 
always a better deal to be had 
by switching providers."
